Port Douglas Correspondence. 

Port Douglas, July 19th, 1860. 

A UIO AT THE EDITOR. 

Editor British Colonist :— Perhaps a line or 
two from this j lace may prove sufficiently interest- 
ing to be permitted a corner in your journal. The 
Colonist is widely circulated in this region, nnd 
so are the scr ptures, molasses and whisky; but 
we, as a comn unity, are tinder no obligations to 
you for this st. to of things. Your columns, it docs 
appear, are net to bo polluted with anything hav- 
ing reference to our town. You can manage to 
have your "Special Correspondents" in almost 
every village in the colony, who delight in "spread- 
ing" themselves on the beauties and advantages 
of their respei tive localities ; but Douglas is deem- 
ed unworthy a single line. Perhaps had wo pre- 
sented you with a town lot, it would be different. 

l'ORT DOUGLAS ALL RIGHT. 

Probably some of your readers have an impres- 
sion that the Port has " gone in." So far from 
this being the case, permit me to assure you that 
the prospects of this "berg" never wcremoro cheer- 
ing. 

A YVAGON-IIOAD. 

You are aware that tho government last year 
decided in connecting this place with Cnyoosh 
Flat by a wagon-road, and that early in the spring 
of the presen: year, a company of Sappers and 
Miners under efficient officers, commenced the 
undertaking. Between this and Cayoosh three 
lakes intervene! on each of which n steamer is now 
plying. The road over the first portage, to Six 
Mile Lake, a distance of nearly thirty miles, is 
fast approaching to completion, and in a few weeks 
will have been thrown open to the public. A por- 
tion of the work — six miles — was performed, per 
contract, by Mr. Trcntch, of your city, and it is 
said that gentleman has made a very nice thing of 
it — I mean the contract ; but I presume the same 
observation will apply to the work itself. It is 
rumored here that Mr. T. is negotiating for a few 
more miles on the other portage, and that (iov- 
tirnor Douglas having hinted something about the 
mpty colters of the treasury, the accommodating 
nglneer referred to has signified his willingness 
to extend to the government a period of three 
irs' grace, or, iu other words, await the expira- 
tion of that time for the " chtckyman." He got 
h, I believe, for the first job, at the rate of 
£3,000 per mile, and with forty men "put it 
through" in six weeks ; so, perhaps, the gentle- 
man can ali'ord to be generous. 

WAGONS COMING, 

Several of our enterprising merchants are im- 
porting from California a number of Iir6t class 
wagons, suitable for the transportation of heavy 
me chandise, and on their arrival they will be im- 
mediately pieced on the new road, and then com- 
mences a new era in the history of Port Douglas, 
THB fourth or JULY. 

The anniversary of American Independence, I 
perceive, has been celebrated iu almost every town 
in the two colonies, and it is nothing but right to 
let you know that the day w-as " glorified here 
by our American residents in "high old style." 
The way the blasted powder thundered was a 
caution, and dinners, speeches and dancing 
brought the affair to a happy conclusion. The 
crack toast of the evening was — "The model Re- 
public of the New World, and the model kingdom 
of the Old— the two great Anglo-Saxon cham- 
pions of civil and religious liberty throughout the 
woild — may their shadows never grow less." 
SMUGGLING WHISKY. 

A rich haul was made a few days since by our 
vigilant police officers, at a point some twelve 
miles below, on the river, iu the shape of a quan- 
tity of whisky and alcohol, valued at $1000. The 
•' lightning " was successfully smuggled past New 
Westminster, and was intruded, doubtless, fur 
Indian consumption. But the officers having got 
"wind" of the operation, succeeded In capturing 
thr whole "swag." The liquor will be sold, in a 
few days, at auction, half of the proceeds going 
to the officers.

injustice whence th^y came, fraudulently, 
willingly lend themselves lo rivet their 
cast-olT manacles on the people who gener- 
ously afforded them protection ?

But neither law 
nor justice, reason nor right, an angry na- 
tion, nor an indignant people, could tiller 
what was " To Be." The Moloch of tyran- 
ny, of bald injustice, required a vielim, and 
that victim his high priests produced, and 
decreed that Englishmen should hot rule 
this colony, but that Englishmen should be 
slaves to- escaped slaves. 

Never, perhaps, in the history of British 
institutions did a like scene occur. No one 
can point lo an inslaice where aliens — 
aliens ol the lowest type of humanity— were 
permitted by the highest authorities, as well 
as a solemnly appointed subordinate tribu- 
nal to vote illegally, and then their palpable 
frauds receive public sanction in an imper- 
ative decree that it cannot be inquired into. 
Were these aliens of our race—" bone of our 
bone, flesh of our flesh ;" educated and 
trained lo habits of self-government — the 
enormity of the offence would have been 
mitigated. But it was not so. The fraud 
was committed by a degraded .ace, who are 
banded together— whonevercan amalgamate 
with us— ignorant of sell-government, of 
British institutions— some of whose backs 
show Ihe marks of the lash of slavery ;

Si- 
monds--Flare-up among the Jury --Pro- 
test against a Juryman. 

The jury met at half-past 10 o'clock, to con- 
tinue the inquest on the body of Edward Simonds, 
alleged to have been killed on Saturday evening 
last, by George Snelling. 

D. B. King and J. E. Uenaes appeared as coun- 
sel for the prisoner. 

Previous to the taking of tostimony, Mr. Clink, 
one of tho jurymen, rose and presented the fol- 
lowing protest against the continuance of Geo. E. 
Nias (ostensible proprietor of tho Victoria Ga- 
zttte) on the jury ;

Victoria, July 25, 1860. 

To Da. Dickson, Coroner for tho District of 
Victoria : 

We, the undersigned Jurors, do hereby enter 
our protest ugaiust the sitting of George E. Nias 
on the jury now cnipanneled, for the following 
reasons : , m 

1. That the prisoner was in the employment of 
the said George E. Nias. 

'2. That the said George E. Nias, we are led to 
believe, has expressed himself as being prejudiced 
in favor of tl» prisoner, or generally in such 
terms is leave no doubt in the minds of the under- 
signed that he is so prejudiced 

3. That he is, therefore, an incompetent person 
to sit and deliberate as a juryman on this inquest.

Mr. Clink (continuing)— To show that notwith- 
standing Mr. Nias' statement on Saturday, that he 
was not biased in this matter, I will read the fol- 
lowing from tho Gazette of this morning : 

" We will remark that after viewing the body, 
and before nny evidence had been heard, one or 
two of the jurymen expressed most decidedly their 
opinion, so much eo as to call forth reproof from 
others of the jury," 

[To Mr. Nias]— Are you the author of this ? 

Mr. Nias — I am. 

Mr. Clink— There is another point. In the evi- 
dence of Newby, us published in your paper, you 
say that the " stick with which the prisoner struck 
deceased, had lain in the mud fill winter." No such 
evidence was produced. Your evident intention 
was to create the impression that the stick was 
rotten, and could have done him no harm. 

Mr. Nias — The remark should have been in 
brackets ;• it is' the fault of the compositor that it 
is not. 

Mr. Duncan— I' object, Mr. Coroner, to sitting 
with Mr. Nias. He is undoubtedly prejudiced in 
favor of the prisoner. 

Mr. Clink expressed the same view. 

The Coroner siid the juror would have to serve, 
or sulfur a severe penalty ; he cannot be put off. 

Mr. Clink— The gentleman Stated on Saturday 
that he was not biassed ; yet in his paper this 
morning we find that he is endeavoring to preju- 
dice the public mind. What assurance have we 
that faith once broken won't again be disregarded; 

Mr. Main— (foreman of the jury)— Mr. Nias did 
not come forward at tho same time as the other 
jurors to be sworn in. 

Mr. Clink— A majority of tho jury have grave 
doubts whether he was sworn in at all; he was 

smuggled on the jury, 

Several jurors— We never knew he was on the 
jury until he came back from the hospital. How 
did he get on ? 

The Coroner explained that he had sworn Mr. 
Nias as a juror just before going over to the hos- 
pital; the proceeding was perfectly regular. 

Mr. Clink— l he gentleman had requested to be 
put on the jury. The article in bis paper shows 
that he is endeavoring to prejudice either the jury 
or tho public. ... . 

The Coroner — Mr. Nias had denied having ex- 
pressed an opinion, and I could not exclude him. 

Mr. Nia>— Verv well ; as the jury seem to think 
I am prejudiced, 'I shull not votu or take any part 
in the proceedings. 

After some further remarks from othe r jurors, 
Messrs, Clink and Duncan desired their protest 
against Mr. Nias to be recorded, and the inquiry 
proceeded, 

Godfrey ileckcrs testified to being on the road 
near Dr.' Toltnie's house, on Saturday evening 
last, about o'clock; saw prisoner on horseback, 
"Ding towards the country; deceased was follow- 
ing Elm and told Dim to stop ; prisoner got off his 
liorse and asked wluit he wanted; deceased came 
towards him. and prisoner picked up a >tick about 
onu-and-a-half inches in diameter, and four feet 
long, and advancing struck him a blow on the 
head ; prisoner seemed sober, deceased was 
drunk; the latter did not stagger; after prisoner 
struck deceased, he asked the latter what he want- 
ed, at the same time saying — " I will treat you like 

•i gentleman ;" deceased said he wanted a drink ; 
prisoner took a bottle which was tied to the saddle 
of his liorse, and gaie i' to deceased, but be would 
not drink; the two then walked towards Victoria, 
prisoner leaving hi* horse- ; the prisoner could have 
got away with cane if he bad »een tit. 

Mr. Duncan— Have you spoken to Mr. Nias 
about this affair ■ ....... 

Witness— No, sir; I never saw bin before this 
morning ; believe deceased told prisoner he should 
not get on his horse again; distinctly swear that 
the prisoner was fifteen feet ahead of deceased 
when he got off his horse.

Tuesday, July 24th, 1850. 

House met at three o'clock, P. M. Present — 
Speaker Helmcken, and Messrs. Gordon, Cary, 
Green Creas -, Coles, Cooper, Waddington, Tol- 
mio, and Fr .nklin. 

The Speaker read a message from the Governor, 
enclosing Bill for tho Protection of members of 
the Fire Department, with slight amendments. 

The Election Committee, through Mr. Gordon, 
reported that Mr. Franklin had been duly elected 
a member of the Legislature ; the Committee also 
reported in favor of allowing T. J. Skinner to 
withdraw his petition against the return of James 
Cooper. 

The Houfe went into Committee on the Dill 
Incorporating the Town of Victoria. Mr. Crease 
in the chair. 

Mr. WaddinRton— This bill tramples upon tho 
rights of British freemen. Every parish is a lim- 
ited republic; but it is proposed to make Victoria 
a mere tool for the Governor to piny with. The 
hon. member concluded his remarks by offering a 
new bill, as a substitute. 

Mr. Coles— Mr. Waddington has had an oppor- 
tunity to come before the Select Committee and 
offer his opinion. He has not dono so ; and now 
he throws everything into disorder by introducing 
his new bill. 

Considerable conversation ensued between tho 
members, with sharp talking; and Messrs. Wad- 
dington and Foster withdrew. 

The following clauses of the bill were adopted: 
Dividing the city into three wards; boundaries 
defined; council to consist of six members. Quali- 
fications for Mayor and Councillors— being a Brit- 
ish subject of full age ; having been a resident of 
Vancouver Island for six months previous to elec- 
tion ; having been rated on tho assessment rolls 
three months previous to election. House then 
adjourned to 3 o'clock, r. it., Wednesday. 

Wednesday, July 25, 1860. 

House met at a quarter-past 3 o'clock, r. M. 
Present : Speaker llclmcken, and Messrs. Green, 
Crease, Coles, Cooper, Waddington, Cary, Foster, 
McDonald and Gordon. 

Amotion was made that the House go into 
committee on the Incorporation Bill. 

Mr. Waddington opposed the motion. He hoped 
the House would have nothing further to do with 
the bill. It was a French bill, drawn up from tho 
Act of Incorporation of one of the Canadian towns. 
Mr. Waddington concluded by offering a bill as a 
substitute to Mr. Cary's. 

Mr. Cary said that this was not the proper time 
to bring In objections to the bill. The bill had 
been partly acted upon in Committee of the Whole, 
and such a motion should not be entertained. 

The Speaker decided that the bill must go to the 
Committee of the Whole, which it accordingly did, 
Mr. Crease in the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Gordon, the committee rose 
and reported progress, in order to give Messrs. 
Cary and Waddington an opportunity to compare 
their bills, and see if some arrangement might not 
be entered into between them. 

Before the House went into committee, Mr. 
Foster called attention to a letter which had been 
received by dipt. Doggctt, eleik of the House, 
from a messenger of the Acting Colonial Secre- 
tary's oflice. The letter went on to complain that 
the writer had been ordered outside Of the bar of 
the House while presenting a message from His 
Excellency; that 'no was not aware he was in- 
fringing any rule of the House; but that Capt. 
Doggctt, in ordering him to go outside the bar, 
had acted like a madman, etc. 

Mr. Foster demanded that the nuthnr of the 
letter should be brought to the bar of the House, 
and reprimanded for his insolence towards an otii- 
cer of the Assembly. The demand was acceded to. 

House adjourned to Thursday, at 3 P. It.
